TWO MEN FROM JA P A N - 
W orld problems today are calling, as never before, for clear 
thinking. 
A m ong the things that must be re-exam ined are some of 
our oldest and most cherished emotional and intellectual standards. 
Recent news from the Orient, for instance, sets one to musing 
about two eminent jap a n e se — Dr. Hideyo Noguchi, and Admiral Koichi 


Shiosawa. 
Dr. Noguchi is dead. 
He gave up his life in Africa while p u r­ 
suing his world-fam ous study of tropical diseases; but before he died 
he h ad served humanity about as well as any other m an of his century. 
He attacked yellow fever, sleeping sickness and other plagues with the 
selfless and heroic skill of a great scientist. 
A great m any m en — Americans, Frenchmen, Germans, English­ 
men, jap an ese, native A fricans— are going to live longer because of 
his work. 
For m any years to com e the work he did will go on saving 
lives. 
All nationalities and all races benefit. 
Admiral Shiosawa com m anded the Japanese fleet that bom ­ 
bard ed Shanghai. 
Shells, bom bs and machine gun bullets, At his com ­ 
m and, ripped through the houses there and killed scores, hundreds— 
no one knows just how many. 
He spread death with a lavish and re­ 
lentless hand. 
His bom bardm ent created alarm in such faraw ay 
places as London and W ashington. 
( 
Now this, of course, is not to say that Dr. Noguchi was a better 
m an than Admiral Shiosawa. 
Bravery, fidelity and devotion w ere 
possessed by each. 
Each one did his duty as he saw' it and did it un­ 
hesitatingly and thoroughly. 
But it does shed a revealing light on the causes the tw'o men 
’served. 
I he physician served hum anity as a whole; the sailor served 
his own nation. 
Never was the contrast between the fruits of national­ 
ism and internationalism more strikingly exhibited. 
Isn't it, perhaps, about time that we re-exam ined the concept 
of nationalism ? 
In a world that has become so closely knit, isn’t it 
possible that a little revision of this old and honorable standard might 


be in order ? 
— o- 
A NEW RELIEF PLAN— 
One of the most sensible ideas for m eeting unem ploym ent 
seems to* be the “ M an-a-Block” plan, which originated several weeks 
ago in Buffalo and which is rapidly spreading to other c ities throughout 
ihe country. 
Under this plan, IO families in one block or on one street club 
together and agree to provide two hours of work apiece, each week, 
for IO weeks, to be paid for at the rate of a dollar for each two hours’ 
w ork. 
I hen, through some reputable charity organization, some jo b ­ 
less m an who has a family to support is assigned to each group. 
Thus each group provides IO weeks of w ork, at $ 1 0 a week, 
for some luckless family man. 
The plan is only a m akeshift, of course. 
But it is infinitely 
better than compelling men to live on out-and-out charity. 
It is a 
.scheme that is w orth a thorough trial everywhere. 


QUESTIONS ON THE LEAGUE— 
Governor Franklin Roosevelt is probably quite right in assert­ 
ing that the League of Nations has not developed along the lines laid 
dow n by its founder, W ood row Wilson. 
Conceived as an instrument 
ior world peace, it has undoubtedly been sub jet led, now and again, to 
the pressure ol selfish national interests; and it is quite understandable 
that G overnor Roosevelt, who stum ped the country in 1920 on a pro- 
League platform , should not now favor American adherence to the 


League. 
Hie intel eating point, in that connection, is the question, how 
much of the L ea g u e’s failure to become what it was intended to be is 
due to the fact that the United States cold-shouldered it in 192 0 ? 
Do 
v/e bear any of the responsi bilit y for its failure? 
If so, how7 m uch? 
These are questions that could stand a bit of discussion.
